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Dental Officers Win Many Awards and Citations for Outstanding Services in 
Second World War 


Dental officers of the Army, who num- 
ber now almost one-third of the entire 
profession, have made outstanding per- 
sonal and professional records during 
the Second World War. The full story 
of their heroism and extraordinary de- 
votion to duty cannot be told at this 
point of progress in the conflict because 
complete, official records are not yet 
available. According to a recent report 
from the Dental Division, Office of the 
Surgeon General, it is known that den- 
tists have been given many awards in- 
cluding the -Soldier’s Medal, Legion of 
Merit, Silver Star, Oak Leaf Cluster, 
Air Medal, Distinguished Service Star 
of the Philippines, Bronze Star, Distin- 
guished Unit Badge and Commendation 
for Exceptional Conduct. 

Following is a partial list of dental 
officers who have been given awards. 
In many cases, complete information on 
the circumstances of the award is lack- 
ing and so cannot be published at this 
time. 
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Silver Star.—The Silver Star Medal is 
awarded to any soldier who is cited for 
gallantry in action. Awards have been 
won by six dental officers according to 
present records. 

Capt. Ralph Baldini, Ithaca, N. Y.; 
Capt. John T. Kelley, Jr., Taylor, Texas ; 
Capt. John S. Martin, Elko, Nev.; Lt. 
Paul H. Maurer, Sidney, Ohio; Capt. 
Howard H. Dukes, Kansas City, Kan., 
and Capt. Alexander P. Suer, Philadel- 
phia, Pa., have been given this award. 

The citation awarded to Captain Dukes 
reads: 


Captain Dukes, a Dental Officer, was a 
passenger on an LCI which received a direct 
hit by enemy fire during one of its attempts 
to land. The numerous severe casualties re- 
sulting from the hit were treated by Captain 
Dukes below decks after which he continued 
to work on the open deck under enemy ob- 
servation and fire until the craft was beached. 
In beaching, the craft hit an underwater 
mine that ripped a large hole in one com- 
partment. Captain Dukes continued to treat 
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and evacuate the previous casualties and those 
suffered from this explosion. Upon reaching 
the beach which was under enemy 88mm. 
and mortar fire, Captain Dukes continued for 
a period of over twelve hours to administer 
aid to the wounded. During this time he 
organized the only evacuation party on that 
section of the beach. He refused rest until 
the last casualty of the aid station and vicin- 
ity had been cared for and evacuated. Such 
gallantry in action reflects great credit upon 
Captain Dukes and upon the Military Serv- 
ice. Entered military service from Kansas 
City, Kansas. 


The citation awarded to Captain Suer, 
who was wounded in action on January 
22, 1945 and died in Europe February 
1, reads as follows: 


Captain Suer, Assistant Battalion Surgeon, 
Medical Detachment, 505th Parachute In- 
fantry, organized an old hospital at the north 
edge of the town as a combined battalion aid 
station during defense of the town. For fifty- 
six hours of continuous and severe shelling 
and small arms fire, during which enemy tanks 
rolled to the edge of the hospital grounds, 
Captain Suer worked constantly on surgical 
operations and the orderly disposition of cas- 
ualties. Though frequently exposed to shell 
fragments which flew into the windows, he 
never hesitated in his work. He went outside 
to pick up casualties, despite heavy small arms 
and artillery fire. In the face of persistent 
danger of death at the hands of near-by 
enemy artillery and tanks, he continued coolly 
and courageously at his life saving task. En- 
tered military service from Philadelphia, Penn- 
sylvania. 


Captain Suer had also been awarded 
the Soldiers’ Medal and the Silver Star 
Medal and had won a Citation for Gal- 
lantry in Action. 

The citation for Lt. Ralph P. Baldini 


follows: 


Ralph P. Baldini, Field Artillery Battalion, 
for gallantry in action on March — 1943, 
near ,» Tunisia. While the battalion 
was being subjected to heavy counterbattery 
fire, 1st Lieutenant Baldini entered the area, 
rendered first aid to an injured man and 


evacuated him to an Aid Station. rst Lieu- 
tenant Baldini, as Dental Officer, performed 
this action in addition to his regular services, 
The courage displayed by 1st Lieutenant 
Baldini in the performance of services beyond 
the call of duty reflects credit upon himself 
and upon the military service. 


Soldier’s Medal.—The Soldier’s Medal 
is awarded to any member of the Army 
who has distinguished himself by hero- 
ism not involving actual conflict with the 
enemy. 

This medal has been awarded to: 
Capt. Alfred A. Dolgin, New York, N. Y.; 
Capt. Raymond G. Orsinger, Chicago, 
Ill.; Capt. Mitchell Sack, Pawtucket, 
R. I., and Maj. Joseph H. Weisberger, 
Atlanta, Ga. Major Weisberger has also 
been awarded the Oak Leaf Cluster and 
the Distinguished Unit Badge. 

The citations for Capt. Mitchell Sack 
and Capt. Alfred A. Dolgin follow: 


Mitchell Sack, Infantry Regiment, for | 


heroism not involving actual enemy conflict 
on December 11, 1943 near Pozzilli, Italy. 
When an Italian civilian was seriously 
wounded by a German land mine, Captain 
Sack went into a known enemy mine field to 
recover the wounded civilian, administered 
first aid, and then assisted in carrying the 
wounded man a distance of 300 yards through 
the mine field. Captain Sack’s action is 
exemplary of the highest traditions of the 
military service. 

Alfred A. Dolgin, for heroism. After safely 
reaching shore during landing operations, 
Captain Dolgin observed several men strug- 
gling in the heavy surf and on the verge 
of drowning. Without regard for treacherous 
undercurrents, he proceeded to their rescue 
and successfully assisted three men to shore. 


Legion of Merit.—This medal recog- 
nizes “extraordinary fidelity and essen- 
tial service” in a position of responsibil- 
ity. It has been conferred on Capt. 
Richard E. Barnes, Cleveland, Ohio; 
Capt. Sol A. Berman, Chicago, IIL; 
Lt. Col. Richard Carnahan, Regular 
Army; Capt. Stanley F. Erpf, San Fran- 
cisco, Calif.; Maj. Raymond J. Hodapp, 
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St. Louis, Mo. ; Capt. Edward J. Kotab, 
Nebraska City, Nebr., and Capt. David 
§. Gordon, Charlestown, Mass. 

The citation awarded to Captain 
Barnes reads as follows: 


For exceptionally meritorious conduct in the 
performance of outstanding services in Italy 
from March 14 to November 25, 1944, as 
Dental Officer of the 753 Railway Shop Bat- 
talion. Captain Barnes’ tireless energy and 
exceptional professional ability made available 
the highest type of dental service to the men 
in his own unit and those of many surround- 
ing installations as well. Upon arrival of his 
unit in Italy, Captain Barnes had the task of 
providing dental service for a force of 700 to 
1,500 men and officers. By reason of the 
thoroughness of his dental surveys and infinite 
capacity for work, almost all of those men 
had the advantage of his efforts. Captain 
Barnes’ technical and professional knowledge 
of his work, selflessly devoted to serving the 
dental problems of his command, contributed 
immeasurably to the morale and efficiency of 
the unit and reflected great credit upon him- 
self and the Dental Corps of the Army of the 
United States. 


The citations for Capt. David S. Gor- 
don, Capt. Edward H. Kotab and Maj. 


Raymond J. Hodapp follow: 


David Solomon Gordon, for exceptionally 
meritorious conduct in the performance of 
outstanding services during the period August 
1942 to May 1943. Serving as Regimental 
Dental Surgeon, he constantly directed and 
personally worked long hours on the dental 
care of the personnel of the regiment. He 
has been of invaluable assistance in planning 
and assembling necessary dental equipment. 
His constant devotion to duty, his untiring 
efforts to maintain and improve the dental 
services within his regiment and the superior 
quality of his own professional services have 
done much to maintain the operational effi- 
ciency of his organization and reflect great 
credit on himself and his subordinates. 

Edward J. Kotab, Engineer Combat Regi- 
ment, for exceptionally meritorious conduct 
in the performance of outstanding services 
from March 1941 to March 1943. Prior to 
the departure of his unit for overseas, he 
Conspicuously improved the dental health of 


his command, and organized, equipped and 
excellently trained dental personnel, not only 
to perform their primary service, but also to 
properly administer first aid. During the Si- 
cilian campaign, in addition to his duties as 
dental surgeon, he served as medical officer in 
the treatment of many types of wounds and 
injuries. On one occasion, although pain- 
fully injured, he proceeded two miles on 
foot to render medical assistance to several 
men who were injured as a result of exploding 
mines. He personally organized and trained 
the regimental boxing team, and was tireless 
in his efforts to provide entertainment and 
recreation for the officers and enlisted men. 
His contribution to the health and comfort of 
his comrades is in keeping with the highest 
traditions of the Medical Corps. 

Raymond J. Hodapp, Armored Division, for 
exceptionally meritorious conduct in the per- 
formance of outstanding services from No- 
vember 8, 1942 to July 24, 1943, as division 
dental surgeon. Throughout the operations 
of the . .. Armored Division in North Africa, 
Major Hodapp demonstrated professional 
ability, tireless energy and great ingenuity 
and resourcefulness in providing his organiza- 
tion with one of the most complete dental 
services of any division in the American 
armed forces. Under his leadership, the di- 
vision pioneered in the use of mobile surgical 
units, for whose design and construction he 
had been largely responsible. A lengthy and 
detailed report to the War Department of 
his activities during the Tunisian campaign 
was supplemented by a training film in color, 
of the functioning of an armored division 
medical service in actual battle conditions. 
The numerous achievements of Major Hodapp 
over and beyond the call of duty are in keep- 
ing with the finest traditions of the armed 
forces, and deserving of the highest praise. 


Bronze Star.— This decoration is 
awarded for heroic or meritorious 
achievement or service not involving par- 
ticipation in aerial flight in connection 
with military operations against an en- 
emy of the United States. It has been 
awarded to: Capt. Lawrence E. Aure- 
lius, Minnesota; Capt. Edward Becker, 
Hoboken, N. J.; Maj. John P. Christen- 
sen, Regular Army; Capt. E. J. Groce, 
Greenyille, S. C.; Capt. Martin M. 
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Gross, Brooklyn, N. Y.; Capt. William 
E. Johnson, Ripley, Miss. ; Capt. George 
G. Morris, Portland, Ore.; Capt. Wil- 
liam S. Parker, Salem, Ore.; Capt. James 
W. Parker, Rosedale, Miss.; Capt. Irving 
M. Rothstein, Washington, D. C. ; Capt. 
Joseph J. Shapiro, Wilmington, Mass. ; 
Col. James J. Weeks, Regular Army, 
and Capt. Raymond F. Wender, At- 
lanta, Ga. 

The citation accompanying the award 
to Capt. Edward Becker reads: 


For meritorious conduct in the performance 
of outstanding services during the period from 
November 4, 1943, to November 20, 1944. 
Since entering on duty Captain Becker has 
applied himself assiduously to the practice of 
his profession and his work has occasioned the 
highest praise of his contemporaries and 
patients. 

In addition to his regular duties of main- 
taining the dental health of the group per- 
sonnel, Captain Becker has exerted himself 
far beyond the call of duty, and has assisted 
in the invention and production of a number 
of appliances not generally considered possible 
with standard overseas equipment. These ap- 
pliances are the partial result of hours spent 
in what normally would have been his leisure 
time, and into each one of them has gone a 
great deal of ingenuity and resourcefulness. 
They have stood the test of time and have 
been found to be eminently workable. 

The group surgeon has given his highest 
praise to his efforts. By his technical skill, 
intelligent approach to the problems of his 
profession, and demonstrated ability to im- 
prove on standard operation procedures, Cap- 
tain Becker has reflected the highest credit 
upon himself and the armed forces of the 
United States. 


Capt. William S. Parker has won the 
following two citations with his awards 
of the Bronze Star Medal and the Oak 
Leaf Cluster: 


When Task Force “A” was organized, no 
provision was made for a surgeon other than 
the medical offiters in the various attached 
units. Captain Parker, Dental Officer of the 
15th Cavalry Group, immediately sensing the 


confused situation, so far as medical and 
evacuation services for wounded existed, im- 
mediately took steps to provide ambulances 
and a collecting company for the task force, 
Through his untiring efforts, near Morlaix, 
France, he secured ambulances and a collect- 
ing company for the task force and organized 
the evacuation facilities in such a manner 
that wounded personnel were quickly evacu- 
ated to the rear. The nature of the mission 
of Task Force “A” was such that the prob- 
lem of caring for the wounded personnel was 
magnified by the long distance between the 
combat units and rear installations where the 
wounded could be treated properly. The man- 
ner in which Captain Parker assumed the 
responsibilities which would normally not be 
required of a Dental Officer, and the results 
he obtained, reflect great credit upon himself, 
his profession and the military service. En- 
tered military service from Oregon. 

William S. Parker, Dental Corps, United 
States Army, for heroic achievement in con- 
nection with military operations on September 
3, 1944, in Telgrue, France. Captain Parker 
entered this town at a time when it was 
under heavy enemy bombardment and strafing 
in order to apply first aid to the wounded, 
and with complete disregard for his own 
safety remained there until all injured per- 
sonnel had been treated and evacuated to 
safety. His efficiency and coolness under fire 
resulted in the saving of the lives of many 
American soldiers and reflects great credit 
upon himself and upon the United States 
Army. Entered military service from Oregon. 


The citation awarded to Capt. Martin 
M. Gross follows: 


Martin M. Gross, Captain, 15th Engineer 
Battalion, who distinguished himself by meri- 
torious service in connection with military 
operations against the enemy during the 
period July 5, 1944 to July 25, 1944 in 
France. Throughout this period, Captain 
Gross performed his duties as Battalion Den- 
tal Surgeon in an exceptionally meritorious 
manner. Despite adverse combat conditions 
and limited facilities he treated all patients 
effectively and competently. In addition to 
his own duties, on several occasions, in the 
absence of the surgeon, he took care of sick 
call and frequently assisted in the treatment 
of emergency cases. Captain Gross’ actions

were, at all times, meritorious and worthy of 
highest commendation. Entered military serv- 
ice from New York. 


The following citation was awarded 
to Capt. Irving M. Rothstein: 


For heroic achievement in connection with 
military operations against the enemy at 
Ormoc, Leyte, P. I., on December 17, 1944. 
At 1800, the Ormoc area was subjected to 
Japanese artillery fire, several shells landing 
within fifty yards of the Admission Tent of 
the Clearing Station, where Captain Roth- 
stein was on duty. Despite the concentration, 
Captain Rothstein remained at his post and 
assisted in administering first aid to the in- 
coming casualties and evacuating them behind 
a stone well which afforded protection against 
shell fragments. 


The citation awarded Capt. J. E. 
Groce reads: 


As a group dental surgeon, Captain Groce 
demonstrated exceptional ability in increasing 
the effectiveness of dentistry under field con- 
ditions. Conducting exhaustive research in 
his spare time, and lecturing in the field on 
proper oral hygiene, he made remarkable 
progress in preventive dentistry. 


The citation for Capt. William E, 
Johnson follows: 


William E. Johnson, for heroism. Medical 
Detachment, 337th Infantry Regiment. For 
heroic achievement on April 24, 1944, in 
Italy. 


Purple Heart.—This medal is presented 
to men honorably wounded in action. It 
has been awarded to: Capt. John C. 
Tood, Pennsylvania, for injuries received 
at the Anzio beachhead; Capt. Bernard 
Feinberg, New Jersey, for wounds re- 
ceived on the Normandy beachhead on 
D-Day; Lt. Julius B. Rattner, for wound 
received in action in Germany, and Capt. 
Martin M. Gross, who was wounded in 
the St. Lo sector, France. Captain Gross 
has also been awarded the Bronze Star 
Medal. 

Distinguished Star of Philippines.— 


This medal has been awarded to Capt. 
Chester J. Dau, Fresno, Calif.; Capt. 
Stanley F. Erpf, San Francisco, Calif., 
and Capt. Herman A. Nillen, Dallas, 
Texas. Captain Erpf has also been 
awarded the Legion of Merit. 

Other Citations.—Capt. Robert J. Mc- 
Laren, address not given, has been given 
a Presidential Citation for exceptional 
conduct. Lt. Rolland M. Haines, whose 
address was not given, has been awarded 
the Air Medal and the Oak Leaf 
Cluster.

Army Reports Dental Needs 
of Returning V eterans 


A redistribution station in this coun- 
try, where soldiers just returned from 
overseas receive dental treatment, has 
reported to the Office of the Surgeon 
General that about one man in ten needs 
an extraction or other emergency dental 
treatment. This includes the construc- 
tion of a denture if the man _ hasn’t 
enough teeth to chew an average meal. 
According to this report, about 45 per 
cent of the men returning from overseas 
need one or more fillings, while about 40 
per cent do not require any dental treat- 
ment. 

Figures that were previously released 
by the Dental Division, Office of the Sur- 
geon General, show that about one man 
in every four requires emergency dental 
treatment at the. time of induction.

Announcement has been made of the 
retirement of the following officers of the 
regular Army Dental Corps.: Col. Wil- 
liam A. Squires, Col. Samuel J. Randall 
and Col. E. Frank Sharp.

COUNCIL ON DENTAL 
EDUCATION 


Council Issues Rules to 
Qualify New Dental Schools 


Rules that will aid newly established 
university dental schools to qualify for 
approval were announced by the Coun- 
cil on Dental Education after its recent 
meeting in Chicago, March 18-19. The 
Council also outlined the procedures to 
be employed in the reappraisal of ap- 
proved schools that undergo fundamental 
changes of any character. Future pol- 
icies touching such matters were an- 
nounced as follows: 


Rules.—1. When a school for the study of 
dentistry is established, it shall be considered 
for approval as a whole only when its pro- 
gram is in full operation, with classes studying 
in the curriculum of each of the four academic 
years. 

2. A new school for the study of dentistry 
shall be considered for approval for its first 
academic year, and before beginning opera- 
tion, upon presentation of its plans to the 
Council on Dersital Education. If a new 
school for the study of dentistry has been 
established without being considered for ap- 


proval, it shall be so considered for the 
academic years in which it is in full operation. 

3. If a school for the study of dentistry 
which has been approved by the Council on 
Dental Education undergoes fundamental 
changes in its administrative organization, 
university relationships, curriculum plans, 
faculty organization, instructional program or 
stated objectives, approval shall be suspended 
until such time as the Council may again 
appraise the institution in terms of its policies 
and criteria. 


Loyola, Chicago, Announces 
New Dental-Medical Building 


A new building to house the dental 
and medical schools of Loyola Univer- 
sity, Chicago, will be erected as soon as 
wartime restrictions on construction are 
lifted, according to a statement issued 
recently by university officials. The new 
structure, which will cost approximately 
a million and a half, will be erected in 
the new health center which is being 
developed on the west side of the city. 
The Chicago College of Dental Surgery, 
Dental School of Loyola University, will 
be housed in one wing, while the School 
of Medicine will occupy the other. 
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William H. Crawford, recently appointed 
dean of School of Dentistry, University of 
Minnesota. 


University of Oregon Acquires 
North Pacific Dental College 


A dental school has been established 
in the University of Oregon by action 
of the state legislature, and the state has 
accepted title of the real estate and phys- 
ical properties of the North Pacific Col- 
lege of Oregon. The latter school will 
continue under the auspices of its pres- 
ent authorities until July 1, 1945, at 
which time the Oregon State System of 
Higher Education will take over opera- 
tion of the school. 

Graduates of the North Pacific College 
will be given the status of alumni of the 
Dental School of the University of Ore- 
gon. It is stipulated in the terms of trans- 
fer that the dental school shall be con- 
ducted at its present site for a period of 
five years. A unique provision of the 
bill sets up an advisory council of five 
members from the Oregon State Dental 


Association to be appointed by the gov- 
ernor. 


Minnesota and Columbia 


Get New Dental Deans 


William H. Crawford, dean of the 
Indiana University Dental School since 
1939, has been appointed dean of the 
School of Dentistry, University of Min- 
nesota. Bion R. East, assistant professor 
of public health practice, Delamar In- 
stitute of Public Health, College of Phy- 
sicians and Surgeons, Columbia Univer- 
sity, has been named as associate dean 
of the School of Dental and Oral Sur- 
gery, Columbia University. 

Dr. Crawford was graduated from 
the University of Minnesota in 1923 and 
served on the faculty for five years at 
the University of Tennessee. He then 
went to Columbia, remaining until 1939, 
when he was named dean at Indiana. 


Bion R. East, recently named associate dean 
of School of Dental and Oral Surgery, Colum- 
bia University. 
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Dr. East was graduated from the 
School of Dentistry, University of Michi- 
gan, in 1908. After three years of prac- 
tice in Colorado, he returned to Detroit, 
where he engaged in practice until 1933. 
For the next five years, he acted as 
technical consultant for National Oil 
Products Co., Harrison, N. J. He be- 
came research assistant, in 1938, at Dela- 
mar Institute of Public Health, Colum- 
bia University and, in 1940, assistant 
professor. He begins his appointment as 
associate dean on July 1, 1945. 


University of Washington 
to Establish Dental School 


The Board of Regents of the Univer- 
sity of Washington has been directed by 
the state legislature to establish, operate 
and maintain schools of medicine and 
dentistry at the University of Washing- 
ton, Seattle. An appropriation of $3,750,- 
ooo has been made to the university’s 
medical and dental building and equip- 
ment fund, and erection of the necessary 
buildings will start as soon as materials 
can be secured. An appropriation of 
$450,000 was also made for the opera- 
tion and maintenance of the dental and 
medical schools for the biennium begin- 


ning April 1, 1945. 


Dental Students Not 
Included in V-12 Merger 


Plans for the transition from the 
emergency Naval V-12 program to an 
expanded reserve officers’ training plan 
were announced February 17, but cer- 
tain groups of students, including den- 
tal and predental students, will continue 
their studies under the V-12 program. 

Under the new program, a large pro- 
portion of V-12 students not pursuing 
specialized courses will be transferred to 
the naval R.O.T.C. by July 1, 1945, 
and the naval R.O.T.C. will be placed 
on an eight term basis. This will permit 
officer candidates to complete college 
before being commissioned.

“Good Neighbor” Policy Sends 
Dental Films to Latin America 


A total of 287 technical dental films 
were shipped recently to Pan-American 
countries as a result of a cooperative 
enterprise undertaken by the American 
Dental Association and the United States 
Coordinator of Inter-American Affairs in 
1943. The project was initiated by Dan- 
iel F. Lynch, chairman of the Pan- 
American Relations Committee (now 
the International Relations Committee). 

Twenty-five films were originally se- 
lected for review by the Motion Picture 
Committee of the American Dental As- 
sociation, the Bureau of Public Rela- 
tions and the Coordinator’s Office. 
Eleven films were. chosen, and _trans- 
lated into Spanish and Portuguese, and 
duplicates were sent to each of the Latin 
American countries by the Coordinator’s 
Office. 

Translation and duplication of the 
films was a slow process and the com- 
mittees in charge of the project have 
expressed their indebtedness to the film 
owners for permitting their pictures to 
remain out of circulation for some 
months while the films were being proc- 
essed. The committees also wish to ack- 
nowledge the aid received from Salazar 
Astes, Lima, Peru, who made the Span- 
ish translations; Victor Crown, who 
made the Portuguese translations; An- 
drew Jackson and Asia Lima, who gave 
editorial assistance. Lon W. Morrey, 
Director of the Bureau of Public Re- 
lations, and Cecil C. Connelly, chair- 
man of the Motion Picture Committee, 
were in charge of the work done by the 
American Dental Association. 

Films Sent.—A list of the films in- 
cluded in the motion picture project 
follows:

PRESIDENT’S 
MESSAGE 


Message from President Scherer 
Urges Continuation of War Efforts 


The prospect of an early victory in 
Europe is bright. A grim resolution to 
flatten Japan in the shortest time possible 
is the slogan of our Armed Forces in the 
Pacific. Enemy military ‘spokesmen of 
the Nazi High Command, facing the 
blackest hour in the history of the war, 
have adopted the supreme principle of 
continuing the battle regardless of the 
circumstances. 

This V-E day is not an end of short- 
ages, war bond drives and taxes. Vic- 
tory over the Nazis may release some 
service men when this job is completed, 
but the figure will not be substantial and 
will not include men in the service forces 
or air forces. The bulk of the Army and 
all of the Navy will be needed against 
Japan. The War Production Board has 
no intention of lowering the munitions 
output. War workers will still be needed 
by the millions, war bonds by the bil- 
lions. Draft quotas may diminish, but 
will not end. The Administration will 
continue pressing for manpower control, 
including a nurses’ draft. 

The dental profession has achieved an 
excellent record in their purchases of war 
bonds. On each loan, the quotas assigned 
were exceeded. Many purchases were 
made by men in the service, which

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DENTAL LEGISLATION 


Text of New Naval 
Dental Corps Bill 


Bills to provide “more efficient dental 
care for the personnel of the United 
States Navy” have now been introduced 
into both houses of Congress. Sen. David 
I. Walsh introduced the Senate bill, S. 
715, and Rep. L. Mendel Rivers intro- 
duced the House bill, H. R. 2584. The 
text of the companion bills follows: 
Text.—A bill to provide more efficient 
dental care for the personnel of the 
United States Navy. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of Amer- 
ica in Congress assembled, That within sixty 
days after the enactment of this Act the 
Bureau of Medicine and Surgery shall be 
reorganized so as to provide for greater in- 
tegrity of the dental service in accordance 
with the provisions hereof. 

Sec. 2. The dental functions of such 
Bureau shall be defined and prescribed by 
appropriate directives of such Bureau, and by 
any necessary regulations of the Secretary of 
the Navy, to the end that the Dental Division 
of such Bureau shall study, plan, and direct 
all matters coming within the cognizance of 
such Division, as hereinafter prescribed, and 
all matters relating to dentistry shall be 
referred to the Dental Division. 

Sec. 3. (a) The Dental Division shall (1) 
establish professional standards and policies 
for dental practice; (2) conduct inspections 
and surveys for maintenance of such stand- 
ards; (3) initiate and recommend action per- 
taining to complements, appointments, ad- 
vancement, training, assignment, and transfer 
of dental personnel; and (4) serve as the 
advisory agency for the Bureau of Medicine 
and Surgery on all matters relating directly 
to dentistry. 

(b) The Dental Division shall consist of 
(1) an office of the Chief of Division, (2) a 
dental standards branch, (3) a dental person- 
nel branch, and (4) a dental liaison branch. 
An officer of the Dental Corps of the Navy 
shall be detailed as Chief of the Dental Divi- 
sion. Such officer, while so serving in time 
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of war, shall have the rank, pay, and allow- 
ances of a rear admiral. 

Sec. 4. The Secretary of the Navy ‘shall 
provide by regulations for establishing on 
ships and on shore stations dental services to 
be administered under the senior dental offi- 
cer who shall be responsible directly to the 
commanding officer of such ship or shore 
station for all professional, technical, and 
administrative matters in connection there- 
with, 

All laws and parts of laws in conflict here- 
with are hereby repealed. 


DENTAL SOCIETIES 


Recent Dental Laws Passed 
by State Legislatures 


The following summary of legislation 
approved by various state legislatures has 
been made by the Committee on Legis- 
lation of the American Dental Associa- 
tion, George H. Fox, secretary. 
Arizona.—An annual registration fee of 
$5 was established by law and will be 
effective July 1, 1945. Another law per- 
mits reciprocity with other states of cer- 
tificates of registration in the basic sci- 
ences. Another bill enacted provides that 
go per cent of all funds received by the 
state dental board shall be placed in a 
special fund to pay for the administra- 
tive expenses of the board. 

Indiana.—A new law regulates the prac- 
tice of dental hygiene and vests the reg- 
ulation thereof in the state board of 
dental examiners. 

e A public health advisory council has 
been created to advise the state board of 
health on the administration of public 
health. The council will consist of from 
twenty-five to forty-five members, ap- 
pointed by the governor from lists rec- 
ommended by those state-wide organiza- 
tions whose activities are related to 
health. The powers of the council are 
advisory only. 

Nevada.—The expiration date of tem- 
porary dental licenses has been extended 
to June 30, 1947. 

New York.—A new law provides that 
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an application blank for the registration 
of dentists and dental hygienists be 
mailed biennially by the examining board. 
North Carolina.—A \aw to regulate the 
practice of dental hygiene has been en- 
acted. 


South Dakota Dental Division 
Established in State Health Board 


A dental division in the state board of 
health has been established in South 
Dakota through the passage of a bill 
(S. B. 49) March 12. The legislation, 
according to A. Triolo, assistant health 
officer, came as “a culmination of the 
united efforts of the dental profession, 
the people of the state, the governor and 
the state board of health.”

in September and the postgraduate pro- 
gram will be in full operation from 
September to June 1946. 

© Courses in the first series will be des 
voted to minor oral surgery, general 
medicine for dental practitioners and 
practice management. All courses will 
be held at the Tufts Dental School. The 
program was initiated at the end of 
March. 

North Carolina.—The annual meeting 
of the state dental society, scheduled for 
Pinehurst, May 7-9, has been canceled in 
order to comply with the ruling of the 
Office of Defense Transportation. 
Ohio.—The Toledo Dental Society has 
initiated a new type of dental meeting 
that has won widespread comment. It 
is a “Man and Boy” banquet to which 
each dentist is asked to bring a boy as 
his guest. At the initial event in Janu- 
ary, the Toledo Dental Society had an 
attendance of 116 dentists (out of a pos- 
sible membership of 142) and 124 boys. 
The banquet received favorable notices 
in the press as an ideal device to stimu- 
late young men to study various profes- 
sions in which there is a need for quali- 
fied personnel. The society is planning 
to continue the event each year. 
Illinois.—The LaSalle County Dental 
Society voted recently to present all 
members and nonmembers who 
been serving in the armed forces with a 
one-year paid-in-full membership card 
upon their return to the community.
